Writing under date of April 10th, a Lon- 

» Eng., correspondent says: important 
American interests are involved in the new 
pleuro-pneumonia bill presented in Parlia- 
ment by Mr. Chaplin, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, one of the features of which ia that 
it shifts the cost of com tion for an- 
imals killed on account of disease from the 
local rates to the Imperial Exchequer, and 
ap tes £20,000 for Ireland. This bill, 
w will be passed, means a marked in- 
crease in the ig oe A of measures against 
pleuro-pneumoia. It indicates that the efforts 
which the Washington Government has been 
making to secure the free admission of 
American cattle have entirely failed. These 
efforts have been heavily backed by certain 
English influences, representing ranch in- 
terests, but the disease has become so 
serious that for the present any relaxation of 
the rules is out of the question. All Germany 
is now on the prohibited list because of the 
spread of the pest into Schleswig- Holstein, 
which up to recently was one of England's 
favorite sources of caitle su ply. Russia, 
France and Austria also are in that cat 
The United States and Spain are among the 
countries in the second class, where disease 
exists but is sporadic, and cattle from these 
can be admitted if slaughtered within ten 
days. There isa third-class, like Canada, 
Holland and Scandinavia, whose cattle are 
admitted without restriction. Despite the 
disadvantage of the ten-days’ rule the 
annual shipment of the cattle from America 
here now exceeds 300,000 head. Cases of 
pleuro have, however, increased so that in 
the last year there were forty-seven establish- 
ed cases. Thus far this year there have been 
six, the last arriving in Liverpool on April 2.

During his recent visit to France he has de- 
voted much of his time to unfolding the com- 
mereial aspects of his work in the French 
Congo, and giving merchants his views on 
money making in the African trade. He has 
also arranged for the development of steam 
communication between the mouth of the 
Kwilu Niadi, on the coast, and Brazzaville, 
on Stanley Pool. A born explorer, a man of 
dauntless courage and untiring energy 
Savorgnan De Brazza will always be remem- 
bered as among the greatest of African pion- 
eers.

The Pan-American conterence has finished

its final junket. Its results, aside drown ths 
immense amount of social pleasure it has 
iven to the delegates, cannot be said to 
ve much weight. It does not promise any 
important change in the trade relations of 
the countries represented, and in sofar asits 
political conclusions are concerned it has 
simply resolved that certain conditions shall 
be maintained until some oneof the contract- 
ing parties chooses to ignore the results of 
the conference and to break over the rules 
which ithasinformally adopted. These rules, 
like allwhich are formulated undersuch con- 
ditions, lack one essential element of binding 
force—that of sanction. Their object prinr- 
arily is the prevention of war ; secondarily, 
the preservation of the territorial, inte- 
grity of the parties to the conference ; 
and third the settlement of international 
disputes by arbitration. Whatever force 
these resolutions may have is purely a moral 
force, for the, moment that Mexico, Chili, 
Nica or the United States chooses to

Here is an item that may be worth the 
price of á good many yearly subscriptions to 
a newspaper. We copy from an, exchange :— 
Typhoid fever and diphtheria frequently come 
through the use of Impure water; In cases 
of afflictions of this character test the 
water at once. A few cents will buy an ounce 
of saturated solution of permaganate of potash 
at any drag store. If, when a drop of this 
solution ie added to a tumbler of water, its 
color changes brown, it is unfit to drink ; if 
it remains clear or slightly rose colored after 
an hour, it is, broadly speaking, safe. Cut 
this out and save it.

Drar S. — As the time is drawing near 
when the question of the separat on of the 
townships of Dungannon & Faraday will 
again be submitted to the County Council, I 
beg to state as briefiy as possible a few facts 
for the consideration not only of that honor- 
able body, but aleo of your readers in general.

It seems to me that the members of 
the County Council appear to be somewhat 
chary of granting this separation, perhaps it 
ia because it would add another Reeve from 
the north to their body, but any way we will 
very soon be in a position, owing to the rapid 
increase of our rate payers to send out a dep- 
uty Reeve, so why not deal, if not gen- 
erously, at least fairly with the township of 
Faraday which simply asks its rights. Why 
l ask heat wein the north be deprived of 
our just representatives! We contribute 
materially to the wealth and — of 
Deseronto, Trenton and Belleville, the logs 
sent from here being not only sawed into 
lumber, bat manafactured into doors, window 
sashes and also articles of furniture, thereby 
finding employment for hundreds of men in 
your midst, I am merely echoing the wishes 
of the yers of F y, when I say, that 
we think the time has come when we ought 
to be allowed to ma our own affairs, and 
I sincerely hope that the gentlemen compos-

But a second argument used by those who 
would do away with the death penalty is, 
ually diminishing number of mur- 
ders in those countries where capital punish- 
ment has been abolished. In Belgium there 
has been no executions since 1463. The 
number of murders for ten year: before 921; 
for the ten years, 703. Finland has had no 
execution since 1824, and murders are ex- 
tremely rare.

unishment in 1870 with decrease in mur- 

ers, despite an increase of population. Of 
course the experience of these three coun- 
tries would not be a sufficient datum to 
ground a general conclusion which could 
only rest securely on a more general experi- 
ence. If, however, the coming facts should 
harmonize with those of the three countries 
named, the sole justification of the death 
dealing law will be removed, and the die- 
tates of humanity will then demand its 
abolition.

The British Army. 


Notwithstanding the confident tone with 
which Viscount Wolseley speaks of the effi- 
cient condition of the British Army, there 
is a vein of uneasiness in his utterances: He 
concedes that England cannot contend in 
numbers with the armies of other European 
nations, and his dependence for safety in 
case of war would be upon a powerful navy, 
backed up by strong defensive land forces, 
and upon Canada as a basis of commi 
supplies. That this plan would work well is 
not wholly a t. Other nations will not 
readily permit England to excel them in the 

wer of a navy, and in any European im- 

roglio this country would be a far distant 
a depot. The opinions of Viscount 
Wolseley are entitled to abundant respect as 
regards military affairs, but to outsiders it 
appears that the safety of England must be 
in peace rather than in war. With large 
colonial ions, widely distributed 
throughout the world, the amount of da 
that could be done in a short time by an 
enemy would be incalculable. The home 
government undoubtedly recognizes this, and 
of late years England bas maintained a 
judicious attitude of reserve toward Contin- 
ental ¢ ications, She has devoted her- 
self to the acquisition of new territory, the 
extension of dominion, the development of 
commercial and industrial greatness and the 
cultivation of easy diplomatic relations with 
the rest of the world. Therein lies at once 
her greatness and her safety. 


The British Troops in Egypt. 


The presence of British troops in Egypt 
has long been a source of vexation and envy 
to some of the other European powers, es- 
pecially de. That they have been re- 
tained there all these years is not due to any 
intention on the port of Britain to seize the 
land of the Pharaohs,or tosecure it in any dis-
